Princess May Reports She Is Out 


of Commission but Later 


Says. "Out of Danger" 


. New Tork, Dec. 22. — A wireless 
S. O. S. message wa* received here to- 
night from the British steamer Prin- 
cess May, owned by the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway, saying that she needed 
immediate assistance. She gave her 
position as latitude 38:15 north and 
longitude 73:50 west. 


The Princess May is a small steamer 


ot about 1,200 tons and waa approxi- 
mately 100 miles east of Delaware Bay 
on a return trip from, the West Indes 
when she sent out the S. O. S, The 
American steamer Lenape. two day* 
out from Jacksonville for New Tork, 
picked up the distress signal and no-, 
tided the local naval communication 
office that she was 60 miles away from 
the Princess May. It is assumed that 
she has son'- to her assistance. 


Out of Danger," Final Word. 


Norfolk, Va.. Dec. 32. — The radio 


station at Hampton Roads naval base 
received a wireless S. O. S. tonight at 
1 o'clock from the Princess May, say- 
ing: ' 


"Want tow. 
Out of commission. 


Want assistance at once." 


At 7:35 p. m., a second message was 


picked up saying: 


"Am in sinking condition. Engine 


room flooded." 


The radio also said that the wireless 


had been temporarily- put out of com- 
mission by the flooded engine room 
but that they were sending with a coil. 


Later In the evening, the station In- 


tercepted a message between the Am- 
erican -steamer Lenape -and Hie Prin- 
cess May. in which the former said: 


"Am 7* mfles -from you. Can get 


to you by 1 o'clock." 


Still later A final message was re- 


ceived from the distressed vessel, say- 
ing "no danger now." without any fur- 
ther explanation as to her condition.

Predicts Government's

Washington, Dec. 22. — Expecta- 


tion ot a decline in retail food prices 
beginning between January 1 and 
March 1 was expressed tonight by At- 
torney General Palmer in a statement 
summing up the efforts ot the govern- 
ment to date in forcing down the cost 
of living. 


"The cost of living, already under 


control," said the attorney 
general, 


"can be reduced if everyone who pro- 
duces will produce his utmost, if those 
who buy and consume will save and 
eliminate extravangance, and if all 
honest people will join .with the de- 
partment of justice in stamping out 
profiteering and hoarding " 


Explaining that a downward trend 


in retail food prices ordinarily was 
shown during the first two months of 
a year, Mr. Palmer said it was the 
hope of the government "that this 
trend will be accelerated this year by 
the campaign initiated by the govern- 
ment which is Just now getting well 
under way." 


Prices Stationary This Fall. 


Although statistics compiled annual- 


ly by the government show that in 
previous years retail food prices in- 
creased during the fall months, Mr. 
Palmer said that since August this 
year prices had remained practically 
stationary. 


Only since October 22, when neces- 


sary amendments to the Lever food 
contra} act were passed, the attorney 
general's statement, said, has it been 
possible to deal effectively with all 
cases ot profiteering and hoarding. 
From October 22 to date, 17» prose- 
cutions have been instituted and pros- 
ecutions and seizures have covered 18 
states, it was added.

The statement, which w*s issued 


with the authorisation of th* govern- 
ment officials associated with the at- 
torney general in the campaign to 
force down living costs, Including Di- 
rector General of Railroads Bines, was 
considered in some quarters a* a sum- 
mary ot the government's position In 
the face of the recent renewed de- 
mands of railroad workers for an in- 
crease in pay. The railroad shopmen 
publicly and the other railroad crafts 
tacitly agreed in August, at the sug- 
gestion of President Wilson, to x post- 
pone their demands for increased pay 
for 90 days to await efforts of the gov- 
ernment to bring down prices. 


Attorney General's Statement. 


"In August," said the attorney gen- 


eral's statement, "in connection with 
demands for increased wages by rail- 
road shopmen, based on the increased 
cost of living, the President announced 
to the public the view that the cost of 
living would be lowered as soon as 
there were settled conditions ot pro- 
duction and of commerce, as soon as 
the treaty ot peacr was ratified, and 
as soon as merchants, manufacturers, 
farmers and miner; had a certalr ba- 
sis of calculation. In a statement to 
the shopmen themselves, the Presi- 
dent declared that the primary step 
was to increase production and fa- 
cilitate transportation so as to make 
up for the destruction wrought by the 
war and the terrible scarcities it cre- 
ated. The President added that the 
government had taken up with all pos- 
sible vigor the work of bringing the 
profiteer to task, making the stocks 
of necessities In the country available 
at lower price?, stimulating, production 
and facilitating distribution.

Btabadkt, SlaTonla.—When a whees* 


Ing little automobile ot American 
make, driven by a Serbian soldier, 
broke down on a country road 40 
miles from here, it started an Interna- 
tional tangle which rolled up until tt 
had the diplomats of four countries 
worried. 


Here are some of the things that be> 
in to happen: 
"Three hundred cars of French mer- 


chandise bound for Bonmanla, plied up 
on the four switches of the railroad 
yards here and congested things until 
•ot a wheel could more. 


A Bed Cross supply train of 90 can, 


bound for Bucharest, came up behind 
the French trains and completed the 
tieup of communications. 


Ten Americana were marooned for 


nine days on board the Red Cross 
train. 


•ends Train to Investigate. 


Roumanian merchants wbo were 


relying on the prompt delivery ot the 
French goods sent a special train from 
Bucharest to'Investigate the delay. 


Szabadka, an Important town on the 


frontier between Hungary and Serbia, 
was cut off from all communication 
with the outside world. 


Tbe Serbian soldier who was the In- 


nocent cause of all this trouble was 
driving; his car merrily northward one 
day when the steering gear went 
wrong. He stopped, found the cause 


I of the difficulty and decided that he 
|. needed-a piece of stout wire to repair 


the damage. He reached up to the 
long-hanging, 
single-wire 
telegraph 


line and cut off a generous section. 
Having fixed bis car, he drove blithely 
on. The wire gave out presently and 
he renewed It .twice, thrice, foor-or five 
times, from the telegraph line oeslde 
the road.

Meanwhile the trains of French mer- 


chandise had begun arriving at Sza- 
badka. Official sanction was necessary 
for the cars to proceed. The frontier 
officials framed the proper sort of tele- 
gram, and.lt was duly countersigned 
and presented to the operator. 


Train* Congest Yard*. 


He reported that the wire was "not 


working." So the frontier officials de- 
cided to wait until It began to work. 
They waited two days, while more and 
..more, trains drew into the congested 
•yards;: Szabadka was- cut off from 
wire communication. Mails go only 
once a. week, and then only it trains 
are running. 


The telegraph officials finally de- 


cided to send out * line-repairing 
party. ' The party returned after an- 
other day's delay, with tlat announce- 
ment >that so many breaks bad been 
found their supply of spare wire had 
given out 


Meanwhile, congestion In the yards 


Increased and the appeals from the 
French conveyers, the American con 
royers and tbe Roumanian merchants 
became more urgent. It- was a full 
week, however, before the wires had 
finally been restored and the official 
vises obtained. By that .time the block- 
ade had become so complicated thafelt j 
will probably take a month to put { 
Szabadka back on a normal basis.

tack of trichinosis depends upon tbe 
nnmber of parasites swallowed.

The flnrt comprehensive report on 


tbe "direct and indirect coSts of the 
war" baa just been made by the Car- 
negie Endowment tot Internationa) 
Peace. 


After taking each of the countries 


separately, those on botb sides, and 
then summarizing tbe total direct and 
the total Indirect costs, the report 
gives tbe direct cost as $186,000,000,000 
and states that tbe Indirect costs "have 
amounted to almost as much more." 


Tbe capitalized value of soldier hu- 


man life, which Is given among the 
"Indirect" costs, Is placed at $33,501,- 
276VZ80,

The property losses are divided as 


follows: On land, $29,960,000,000; to 
shipping and cargo, $6,800,000,000 
Loss of production IB an Indirect cost 
of tbe war which bas meant to the na- 
tions 145,000,000,000.

If struggling with the increased cos* 
of living la Indicated in reports to the 
state department. The increases In 
Europe are particularly high, although 
in Latin-America the government* are 
anxious over the sltuatlop and are try- 
Ing to find means of combating the 
difficulties 
presented by the 
high 


prices of commodities deemed esien- 
tial. 


In Portugal the government, In an 


attempt to lower the cost of living, 
has placed, through tho minister of 
finance, a part of its gold reserves In 
the banks of Lisbon. 


In England the cost of living above 


pre-war level Is figured at 115 per cent 
for September and 120 per cent for 
October, as to actual necessities of 
life and based upon average living 
conditions of wage-earners. A more 
distinct rise has occurred in the cost 
of commodities so far as the other 
elements of population in England are 
concerned, being unofficially estimated 
by some at approximately 135 per 
cent with a steady upward trend. 


In Sweden figures furnished by the 


Swedish government indicate that the 
cost of living has increased 157 per 
cent over the cost in June, 1914. In 
the cities the increase has been very 
much greater than the average for the 
country. 


Th Argentine government has sug- 


gested to other South. American coun- 
tries and discussed with them an In- 
ternational arrangement with a view 
to doing away with import duties on 
unmanufactured food products as one 
means of cutting down the high cost of 
living.
